Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant has requested withdrawl of the finality of the previous Office action stating that the finality was 
premature. The finality of the previous Office action has been found to be proper and therefore the withdrawl is denied. Applicant argues 
that the rejection with respect to claims 6 and 8 changed between the first office action and the final Ofice action and that this change was 
not due to any action by the applicant. The change in the rejection was due to the applicant changing claim 1 in the amendment filed 
7/27/05 which required new limitations that the base reference (Basso) no longer met. Therefore, because of these changes, the new 
rejection, which was necessitated by applicant's amendment to the claims, was set forth and the Office action properly made FINAL.
